DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Request for Reconsideration 

1 . The request for reconsideration filed on April 13, 201 1 after final rejection has 
been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3, 4, 1 3-1 7, and 1 9-21 are allowable as presented by the applicant. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Regarding Claim 1 , the prior art does not expressly disclose a synthetic resin 
container comprising a container body of a first material, said container body having a 
main body portion formed with a plurality of sectioned recesses, said container further 
comprising: a label of a same material as the container body for purposes of waste 
disposal classification, arranged at said main body portion of the container body and 
surrounding the main body portion, that provides an improved rigidity of the container, 
an annular groove portion located above the plurality of sectioned recesses, wherein the 
label extends above the annular groove portion; the label is immovably arranged on the 
main body portion; and closed air layers are provided between the plurality of sectioned 
recesses and the label.

The §1 03(a) 
rejection of claim 1 has been withdrawn.
